GOVERNMENT WILL 


Impressive---Arrogant Coal Berons 
and Speculators no Longer io tie 
up Coal Resources and Re- 
strict Production. 


Ottawa, Mar. 7—An order in council 
has been passed suspending the present 
regulations regarding coal lands. This 
is a preliminary introduction to the new 
regulations abolishing the system of sel- 


ling coal rights and leasing to miners 
unconditionally. In future coal lands 
will not be sold, but the government will 
retain ownership in its own hands and 
lease on condition that mines must be 
worked. 

The government proposes to retain 
either the: title or control of the coal 
and oil lands of the West not already 
alienated. ° 

The failure ‘of the mines and railways 
to meet the fuel famine of the past sea- 
son in the West has enforced in a prac-

Tax on Deposits at interest. 

Every corporation or joint stock com- 
any, which receives money on deposit at 
aterest in Alberta, shall in addition to 
ll other taxes under this act pay an an- 
ual tax as follows: On deposits up to 
100,000, $200; and one-tenth of one per 
ent. on each additional $100,000 of de- 
osits, or part thereof, up to one million 
lollars, on the amount of such de- 
wsits at the end of the preceding cal- 
ndar year. 

Taxes under this act become a first 
ien on the assets of the company. Pro- 
ision is made in the bill for annual 
tatements and returns from every cor- 
oration doing business in the province.

The route of the initial six miles te 
be constructed in the city’s street rail- 
way system was definitely fixed at a 
special meeting last evening, of the coun- 
cil, called for the purpose. 

On Jasper it will run from St, Cather- 
ine to Government, on First from Jas 
per to Isabella, on Namayo from Jasper 
to Norwood boulevard, and on Isabella 
from First to Namayo. Only in the case 
of Jasper was the recommendations of 
the commissioners as to the route, com- 
pletely carried out. The p ls of 
the commissioners for the other streets 
were either extended or curtailed, and 
a different loop was also decided upon. 

By taking up the report of the coms 
missioners clause by clause the work of 
reaching a decision as to the route was 
facilitated. 

An unexpected opposition to the route’ 
on Jasper was met in a largely signed 
petition presented by ex-Mayor Short, 
asking that the line be extended cast 
to the city park along the river bank.

The Manito p Renieral election has 
resulted’ in tHe fetitn of the Roblin 


majotity. 18 ts hot an easy matter 
to defeat a Government of any kind 
while times are good, and with only 
six members in the last House, the 
Opposition had to make extraordin- 
ary gains to win. 

The defeat of Mr. Brown in Pottage 
is to be regretted as he had shown 
himself in the campaign to be a very 
capable debator, and to have an ex- 
cellent grasp of public affairs in the 
prairie province. One cabinet min- 
ister went down in the contest, and 
the Attorney-General was on the 
edge of the precipice. R. L. Richard- 
son met defeat again. He probably 
was very little strength to 
Brown, as he has made himself a sort 
of a political Jonah. 

Some features of the campaign were 
regrettable, The abuse of Rev. C. 
W. Gordon and other clergymen by 
both Roblin and Rogers is inexcus- 
able. We do not believe that any 
clergyman should use his pulpit from 
which to campaign in an election, if 
he wants to take part in a contest let 
him come out on the platform and 
fight fair, but neither do we think 
that public men add to the dignity of 
their position or thé eredit of their 
party by calling anybody ugly names. 
It is the tactics of men too small for 
public positions. That Mr. Roblin 
should have uttered the statements 
accredited to him after the election 
returns were in would only be believ 
ed by those who know him, Some 
people have a recollection of a visit 
he paid to this city and his conduct 
upon that occasion, and so are not 
surprised that in the hour of his tri 
umph he would prefer to be abusive 
rather than gracious 

Hon. C. J. Mickle has again weath- 
ered thé storm and will probably re- 
sume the leadership of the Opposi 
tion. There are the uéual rumors of 
fraud in the conducting of the elec- 
tion, but we shall await further par- 
ticulars of just how it- happened.

Several days ago Mr. Fester was fe- 
farmed hy the Minister of Justice that 
there had been no written communica- 
tibh between the department and the in 
vestigating council or the commissioners 
This informa 
tion was a grievous disappointment = te 
some of the honourable gentlement di 
rectly concerned and who apparently en 
tertained the hope that they could par 
adeb efore the country as men persecut 
ed by a political opponent. 

Grieving Because They Were Not 
Abused. 

The soreness of spirit of Mr. Lennox 
bore a remarkable similarity to that dis 
played by Mr, Foster on the previous oc- 
casion, and made certain, whatever may 
Yave been lacking in the general im 
pression, that it was signaily disappoint- 
ing to the Opposition fo find that the 
Minister of Justice had not been a di- 
reeting and controlling force behind the 
Insurance Commission duwting its inves 
tigations 

‘ No Suggestions Given. 

Mr. Aylesworth in reply gave Mr. Len- 
nax some information in addition to that 
furnished Mr. Foster a fortnight since 
when he had informed the ex-minister of 
finance that all communication het ween 
himself and the commission had been by 
word of mouth, He now informed Mr. 
Tennok that none of these communica- 
tions had partaken of the nature of di- 
reetion or suggestion as to the tnatters 
which the Insurance Commission should 
investigate, as to the Witnesses who

one step farther toward the ridiculous by 
saying that possibly for this reason the 
commission had not been conducted sale- 
ly for the purpose which was consider- 
cd in its appointment, * 
None of the Minister's Business. 

The premier followed Mr. Portet and 
feok the ground that the minister of 
justice, would have had and could have 
had no business to interfere with the 
commission by way of suggesting to 
them what course of enquiry they should 
pursue or what subjects it would be ad- 
visable for them. to investigate. The 
commission having been appointed by 
the governor-in-council and received their 
instructions by order-in-council, When 
those instructions were received the 
commissioners were not free to accept 
instructions,, suggestions, or dictation 
from anybody, and it would have heen 
un infringement on the proper independ- 
ence of that commission for the minister 
to have offered them suggestions as to 
what course they should follow.

gas plant. ' 

Will Not Accept Terms. 

Ald. Gariepy started the ball rolling 
by intimating that he understood the 
sompany would not accept the terms of 
renewal recommended by the conmis- 
stoners. 

The particular terms to which the com- 
aany objected was that which provided 
for the retention of power by the muni- 
cipal to putchase the company’s plant 
tt any time. 

Ex-Mayor Short addressed the council 
in the interests of the company. He first 
read over the names of the shareholders 
in the company, all of whom, with but 

ne exception, were residents of the city. 
Have Sunk $37,000. 

Mr. Short stated that the company had 
ilready expended $37,000 in the further- 
ance of the project to secure a supply 
of natural gas, and, with the assurance 
Wf assistance ftom the Dominion gov- 
rnment, the eompany intended to con- 
inue prospecting. He explained that the 
eason the work was at present prac- 
tically at a standstill, was due to the re- 
signation of the engineer in charge of 
the work, 

Want Exclusive Franchise. 

The company objected to giving the 
sity permission to take over the plant at 
any time after it was in operation, To 
Wnsent to an agreement embodying such 
1 clause would piace the company in a 
position to loxe the 827,000 w hich had ‘al- 
veady been sunk, for, in purchasing the 
plant, the etty would be required to pay 
mly the actual cost of the plant plus 
ten per cent. 

What the company, wanted, he said, 
was an exclusive francuine for 13 years. 
rhis would give the company an oppor- 
tunity to recoup itself. The company 
would not object to the sinking 
wells. 

fle further explained that when the 
original franchise, which recently expir- 
“l, Was granted, the clause, giving the 
‘ompany only two Years in’ which ‘to 
‘ave its plant in operation, was insert- 
“i to prevent a wild-cating scheme, 
namely, the sale of the franchise to some 
other speculators. 

Would Manutacture Artificial. 

Mr. Short said the company also de- 
sired the privilege of manufacturing ar- 
tificial. gas as an alternative, if a paying 
supply of natural gas was not secured. 
He gave it as his opinion that in two 
years the coal fields in the vicinity of 
the city would be developed ‘to such an 
extent as to provide cheap coal for the 
manufacture of artificial gas. 

Ald, Picard wanted to know if, failing 
to find natural gas at tlie end of two 
years, the company would undertake to 
supply artificial gas. This question was 
not answered, Ald, Picard, however, fa- 
vored a renewal’ of the franchise on a 
basis similar to that df the expired fran-
